Claim Objections 

Claim 1 as amended is acceptable; accordingly, the objections to claim 1 are 
withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-3 and 6-16 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. 

The prior art of record and to the examiner's knowledge does not teach or render 
obvious, at least to the skilled artisan, the instant invention regarding a method of 
making a wafer scale package as recited in claim 1 , particularly characterized by the 
multiple metallization steps performed on the base and cover wafers prior to the step of 
joining the two wafers together using predetermined temperature, pressure and time 
conditions. Claims 2, 3 and 6-14 are dependent upon claim 1 . 

The prior art of record and to the examiner's knowledge does not teach or render 
obvious, at least to the skilled artisan, the instant invention regarding a method of 
making a wafer scale package as recited in claim 1 , particularly characterized by the 
multiple metallization steps (using titanium, indium, and nickel) performed on the base 
and cover wafers prior to the step of joining the two wafers together at a pressure of 30- 
80 p.s.i., a temperature of 120-200 degrees Celsius and a time of 1-3 hours. Claim 16 
is dependent upon claim 15.
